- which offered a far more polished 


style—as expressions of the quintes- 
sence of his genius. The indebtedness 
to Moussorgsky in the opening of 
**Nuages’’ is obvious, but it is furthest 
from one man saying the same thing 
as another, or saying it the same wey, 
-Debussy’s rapturous revelation of 

beauty which had hardly been hinted 
before he revealed it is the antipodes 
of Moussorgsky. Debussy’s precision, 
richness, economy of means are again 
remote from. the Russian—would, in- 
ty have been wholly unattainable 

y him. But the sense of being 
present at an unveiling of an inner 
beauty so. fragile, so rare and mysteri- 
ous’ that it is almost profanation to 
know it’ was Debussy’s..destiny and 
achievement; he perha never sur- 
passed. the revelation he achieved in 
these two fragments. It is a pity that 
the need of women’s voices in the 
third of the Nocturnes, ‘‘Sirenes,” 
makes itg performance comparatively 
rare. 

““Sirenes” is a beautiful piece of com- 
pleméntary color, and the full effect of 
the Nocturnes is not gained without 
it. What was permitted the audience 
to hear and.to realize last night was 
the apparently. indestructible freshness 
and potency of Debussy's ideas, deli- 
cate, fragile, evanescent as they may 
appear to be, and his surpassing work- 
manship. Find a composition for or- 
chestra in which more is gaid in pro- 
portion. to the number of notes em- 
ployed, and in which more happeris in 
proportion. to the time consumed by 
the composer! There is a miracle, 
. great or little, in each successive mo- 
‘ ment. . Find a piece in which more 
that is impalpable, elusive, impression- 
istic, is set down with equal certainty 
and rectitude! Delicate as they are, 
music though they may be for poets, 
painters, and dreamers,.rather than 
professional performers, these exquisite 
pieces have the firmness and power 
that is possible when art sublimates 
feeling and there is invoked the sover- 
reign will of music. And nothing is 
left to chance or accident by Debussy. 
He is not calculating upon ‘a conduc- 
tor’s sympathy or insight, he is writ- 
ing with all the practicalness and skill 
that he can summon exactly the notes 
that he wants played, and the man- 
ner in which these notes shall be 
played, to make himself the more sure 
of Kis accomplishment and to protect 
vision from mutilation. In 


ivory, amazingly ‘succeeded. His mu- 
sic, last night,: survived one of the 
most insensitive, in fact, one of the 
worst performances of it that we ever

ELEANORE ROGERS 1N DEBUT 


American Coloratura. Soprano Dis- 
plays a Voice. of Delightful Timbre. 

Eleanore Rogers, a young’ American 
coloratura soprano who has studied in 
Italy, made her American début at 
Aeolian Hall yesterday afternoon. Miss 
Rogers has a voice of _ delightful 
timbre, with clear, bird-like notes in 








the*region of the ‘high C, where she 


executed any number of perilous stac- 
cati with apparent ease. Her runs 
were not so satisfactory, nor is she 
fully developed,. either technically or 
vocally; but the material is there. It 
was natural for her to begin her pro- 
gram with a group in Italian, but it 
was only when she reached the aria 
from Mozart's ‘‘Seraglio,”” which she 
sang in: the original’ key, that her 
penchant for coloratira could be ap- 
preciated. 

She sang a charming group of French 
songs by Fauré, Koechlin, Ravel (with 
flute obbligato ‘by Lamar Stringfield), 
Saint-Saéns in a manner that gave 
pleasure to the audience. Her forte, 
however, seemed to lie in the region 
of high, clear notes, and staccati ef- 
fects for her second Mozart aria, from: 
the “Magic Flute,’’ brought her un- 
stinted applause, and an-encore, the 
best number, of the afternoon, the 
‘*Bell-Song”’ from Lakmé. That song 
was really the measure of her style 
and vocal powers. 

‘ Miss Rogers presented Antoine Hich- 
enwald’s “‘Chansons peérsanes et _ tar- 
tares’’ -(first time in New York) in 
the original language. All four sounded 
like traditional folk-airs. with modern 
harmo tion; the last two were spe- 
cially effective.

A-request to ex- 
amine the books was refused, the pe- 
tition alleged, by Leo J. Bondy, ¢t- 
torney for the newspaper. Bondy, it 
was said, represented Charles A.

Justice Levy Also Criticizes Rich 
Girls Who Wed for Titles— 
Hearing Put Off to Nov. 10. 





With final instructions to. produce 
some document from the State De- 
partment which ‘would’ show that 
Count Ludwig Salm von Hoogstraeten 
had applied for admittance to the 
United States in the Austrian immi- 
grant quota, Supreme Court Justice 
Levy, adjourned hearing yesterday on 
his separation suit to Nov. 10, 

The adjournment was caused by the 
continued plea of Herman B. Good- 
stein, Count Salm’s attorney, for a 
delay of .the trial on the grounds that: 
the Count was seeking to came to 

meri¢a as soon as he could, but that 
the. quotas allowed from Austria were 
filled until December. Albert Conway, 
appearing for the Countess, the former 
Millicent Rogers, opposed ‘setting the 
trial.down for January, but was unpre-. 
pared to commence it yesterday when 
Justice Levy unexpectedly suggested 
an immediate hearing. 

Mr. Goodstein informed the Court 
that Count Salm was sure he would be 
able to sail in December. He rehearsed 
the, history of the case, calling par- 
ticular attention to the Count’s princi- 
pal ‘desire,-which he said was to get 
control of the child of the marriage. 

Justice Levy objected to the con- 
tinued reference to the ‘Count.’’ A 
Count, he declared, had no more stand- 
ting in the.courts than any citizen. | 
“Indeed,” he continued, ‘I think the 
citizen ‘has the better standing. This 
is a country that does not have Counts, 
so we need hot dwell on the title of 
this one.” 

“T haven’t much patience,”’ Justice 
Levy. remarked at'another point, *‘with 
wealthy young American women who 
marry titled Europeans for their title 
and then find they have made a mis-
